WHEREAS, the General Election 
in November, 1934, is to be held on 
Tuesday, November 6, 1934, as pro- 
vided by law, and 

WHERBAS, notice of such elec- 
tion, together with the proposed 
amendment, is required by law, and 
by the provisions of the Act sub. 
mitting the said amendment, to be 
given by a proclamation of the Gov 
ernor to be published in each 
County in the State of Alabama 
once a week for eight (8) succes- 
sive weeks immediately preceding 


the said 6th day of November, 
1934; 
NOW, THEREFORE, I, B. M. 


MILLER, Governor of the State of 
Alabama, do heveby give notice, di- 
rect and proclaim that on Tuesday 
the 6th day of November, 1934, an 
election will be held at the several 
polling places within the State of 
Alabama for the vote of the quali- 
fied electors of the State of Ala 
bama in the manner and form re- 
quired by law, upon the following 
amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama, viz:— 

The Legislature of Alabama 
hereafter from time to time by 
general or local laws, but sub- 
ject to the provisions of Sec- 
tion 281 of the Constitution of 
Alabama, may fix, regulate and 
alter the costs, charges of 
court, fees, commissions, al- 
lowahces or salaries be charged

I further direct and proclaim that 
notice of the election upon the 
above set forth amendment to the 
Constitution of Alabama, be given 
by publishing the same once a 
week for eight successive weeks 
next preceding the 6th day of No- 
vember, 1934, in each County of 
the State of Alabama in a news- 
paper published in said County.
